Stockholm, Dec. MM. 

Sweden’s exports and = im- 
ports reached new month- 
ly peaks at 1,155 million 
Kronor and 1,163 million 
respectively in October. 
Over the first ten months 
of the year exports 
totalled 9,279 million 
kronor and imports 9,903 
million, resulting in a de- 
ficit of 623 million kronor 
compared with a trade 
deficit. of 1,207 million 
kronor over the same 
period last year. 


Imports at 20 milllon kronor 
less than In the first ten months 
of 10958, Show lower values for 
fuels, textiles, metal manufac- 
tures, cars, vessels and food- 
stuffs, while machinery imports 
were larger. In terms of 
velume, oil imports fell from 
&7 to 8.3 million tons and cars 
from 109,000 units to close on 
96,000 units, whereas stecl ime 
ports were up from 697,000 lo 
694,000 tons, 


Exports, up 504 — million 
kronor on the figures for 1958, 
showed higher values for forest 
products, steel, machinery and 
apparatus, cars and — ships. 
Shipments of timber rose in 
volume from 651,000 stds, to 
795,000 stds, pulp from 1,806,-

He gets his script on Satur- 
day, reads it into a tape recor- 
dcr, plays it over, and over 
again, and also studies his part 
on train joumeys between 
London and his country home 
at Lingfield, Surrey, “It's the 
only way Hancock can get it 
into ‘Arcock's Thick 'Eod.” 

Christencd Anthony John by 
his parents, re-christencd An- 
thony Aloysius St John by ois 
scriptwriters, Tony Hancock 
was bom in Birmingham 35 
years ago and brought up in 
Boumcemouth. From the age of 
five he wanted to be a comedian, 
but for many years he doubted 
his own, ‘ability.

“The opening of a Naval 
Reercation ground at Cause 
way Bay, formerly the Polo 
Club preserve, reealis the firat 
public recreation = ground 
which the Colony obtained 
from the authoritica — the 
arca now used by the Hong- 
kong Cricket Club, 


“The land was first success. 
fully claimed by the civilian 
community juet 10 years - 
after the occupation of the 
island by Britain, and it ia 
‘evidently no coincidence that 
the Hongkong Cricket Chub 
wan formed that sane month 
and year — June, 1851. 


“It appears that for some 
years the arca had been @ 
sandy waste — it ° stood 
originally on the waterfront 
—and waa turned by tho mili 
tary authoritica into a parade 
ground, 


“lt is evident, however, 
that the Present Murray 
Parade Ground had also been 
in use from an early period, 

. 


“References to the matter, 
in old records, show that tho 
lower area, now the cricket 
ground, wae utilised in the 
1850's as a drilling place on 
occasion when there was an 
overflow from the upper 
parade ground — and the 
right to auch has been retain- 
ed until today. 


“Tt is also evidenced that 
the seafront patch was used 
in the 40's and possibly, even 
earlier for general military 
purposes. In an old plan in 
the Land Office, a military 
shed ia marked almost direct- 
ly tn the middle of the ground, 


“Again, if we trace the 
history of Murray Pier we 
find that tt is deacended from 
an old military landing pier, 
which formerly led directly 
out to the ericket ground. 


"It should be borne in mind 
that the civilian public did 
not get immediate use of the 
ground in its entirety; but 
from the early 60's gradually 
extended their claim and be- 
came so firmly entrenched that 
no further routine parades 
were held; and as the years 
went by, the Hongkong 
Cricket Club gradually meno- 
polised the ground and the 
general public became exe - 
cluded.”
